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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/15/04 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not Included in this action can 
be found In a prior Office action. 

Claims 15,28,33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
IgakI et al. (5733327) In view of Yachia et al. (5246445). IgakI et al. disclose a stent 
(Fig. 9) with a tubular body 51 having proximal and distal ends that flare outward. It can 
also be seen the stent 50 exterior has a biodegradable coating 53. Stents are well 
known in the art to be collapsible for insertion and expandable after implanted. 
However, Igaki et al. do not disclose the body wall of the stent having a bulbous middle 
section or the material for the stent being superelastic. Yachia et al. teach a stent (Fig. 
1c) with a body wall that has a bulbous middle section for anchoring the device in the 
vessel, col. 5, lines 7-15. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill In the art 
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to incorporate a bulbous middle section as taugiit by Yachia et al. in the stent of lgal<i et 
al. in order to prevent movement of tlie stent in the lumen of the patient. Regarding 
claim 28, Igaki discloses the stent can be made from metal, col. 3, lines 22-24. 
However, Igaki fails to disclose the type of metal for the stent. Yachia teaches a useful 
material for the stent can be Nitinol (inherently superelastic), col. 4, lines 38-43. It 
would have been an obvious expedient to use Nitinol for the stent body as taught by 
Yachia in the stent of Igaki such that it enables the device to self-expand.
